Justices of

Supreme court, highest tribunal in 
the land, w’ere mildly shocked one 
April day in 1893 when someone 
threw a tomato into court—figur­ 
atively, of course. 
Strange as it seems, the best 
judicial minds 
in

United 
States 
were

whether a tomato is a fruit or 
vegetable! The opinion read by 
Mr. Ju stice Gray, decided that a 
tomato is a vegetable,

under jurisdiction of the T a riff 
Act of 1883. 
The strange case arose in an 
action brought February 4. 1687, 
against the Collector of the Port 
of New York to recover back du­ 
ties. paid under protest, on toma­ 
toes 
imported 
the 
year 
before 


from the West Indies by the plain­ 
tiff, a man named Nix. 
Nix contended 
that 
tomatoes 
were fruits, therefore not taxable 
under the section of the Ta riff 
Act directed at vegetables. Find­ 
ings of the U, S. Circuit court for 
the 
Southern 
District 
of 
New 
York favored the defendant Port 
of New York, so Nix carried his 
case to the highest court in the 
land. 
There en.sued in court a strange 
array of evidence, presented by 
counsel for both sides, consisting 
of dictionary definitions of every 
imaginable 
type 
of 
vegetable, 
tending to prove that 
tomatoes 
were or were not vegetables or 
fruits. 
In settling 
the 
case, 
Justice 
Gray stated: 
“ The re be ing no e vide nce tha t 


the words ‘fruit 
and ‘vegetable’ 
have acquired any special mean­ 
ing 
in 
trade or commerce, they 
must 
receive 
their 
ordinary 
meaning. 
Upon such a question 
dictionaries are admitted, not as 
evidence but only as aidsto mem­ 
ory and 
understanding

toes are the fruit of a vine, just 
as are cucumbers, squashes, beans 
and peas.

American 
fisherm en claim that Jap anese continue to invade 
Am erican fishing grounds, 
notw ithstanding the 
fact that they have been frequently w arned and 
have prom ised to desist. Officials of fishing com­ 
panies in Seattle are p rep aring to send high pow­ 
ered rifles to their crews in Alask a, and it would 
not be surp rising if trouble should break out. 
A quarter of a century or more ago the Jap anese 
v/ere accused of unlawfully tak ing seals off the 
Alask an coast and it was not until after a con­ 
siderable diplom atic controversy that the practice 
was 
discontinued.

charges of unlaw ful fishing have been rife, and 
now it ap p ears that the fisherm'en are about to 
tak e things into their own hands. 
The north Pacific ocean contains things that 
Jap an w ants and will continue to want, and ex ­ 
perience leads to the conclusion that when that 
country w ants a thing it w ill tak e long chances 
to acquire it. That is why the Pacific may some 
day be less pacific than its nam e would imply.

rp H E Dodge corporation of New York , which re- 
J 
ports construction statistics, announced in its 
D test rep ort a notable upswing in residential build­ 
ing. It is stated in this connection that the up turn 
IS not accounted for by large scale housing, but in 
the construction of sm aller residences. 
The Associated Press said in this connection that 
this latest gain pushed the news gathering agency’s 
residential building index to 51.9 p er cent of the 
19 29 -30 average, 24 p er cent above the recession 
low, touched late in February. Dodge said that resi­ 
dential contracts aw arded in the first half of May 
topped last year for the first tim e since the cur­ 
rent recession started. Such contracts for the states 
east of the Rock y m ountains totaled $39 ,69 4,000, 
com pared with $33,228,000 in 19 37. 
These figures are highly encouraging, showing 
as they do that good crops are w hat are going to 
bring still greater activity in building. On account 
of the years of drouth in N ebrask a, the building 
boom has not yet hit this state to any great ex tent, 
but given a good harvest for even a single year, 
results are certain N ebrask a needs m any new 
homes.
